He asked me to notice how well the signatures had resisted whatever solution 
had attacked the note. This pleased him greatly.

On January 1 Haïti began the celebration of 158 150th year of Independence. 
An exposition ground along the waterfront near the piers gives evidence of the 
preparations for the occasion. Modern permanent Government buildings were con- 
structed there to house the Ministry for Foreign Affairs, the Post Office, etc. 


President Magloire, 46, began his military career aw a cadet in the 
Haitian army, trained by the U, 5, Marines. He ousted former President Estimé 
by force of arms after setting up a military governing board, Magloire was 
later elected President by direct popular vote, 


His regime is strong and comparatively stable. He has launched a $40 
million Five-Year Plan which promises well for H САГ economy. He gets along 
with folks of any color and is preparing his small country to accommodate some 
30 to 40,000 tourists this year. Н (ti has some of the most luxurious hotels 
in the Caribbean area, 


Since 1919 the exchange has been 5 gourdes to 1 dollar,

The Bank has a large new modern building and the only mistake made in its 
construction, according to its officers, was that of not providing aircondition- 
ing. It has a cafeteria for its employees; also medical and dental facilities, 
though not on the scale of those in the Banco de México,S.A. 


It has a new cremation unit consisting of 4 ovens and enjoys an up-to-date 
vault system. Carefully guarded in one of the vaults is the crown of King 
Cristopher, owned by the Bank and valued at $400,000 U,3.Currency. 


The President and General Manager of the Bank is Mr. б, Р, Aimé, Haitian, 
Mr. A. М, Herres is Vice-President and Manager. Mr. Herres, an American from 
Wisconsin, first went to Haiti with the Marines. He remained after the occupa- 
tion, joined the Bank and worked his way up to the position he now holds.

Мг. Herres was the first to receive me and expressed extraordinary ар- 
preciation for the visit. He said that to his knowledge no one from the American 
Bank Note Company had visited the Bank in the past 30 some years. Furthermore, 
he said that once, a few years ago, when he called at our Broad Street offices 
he was practically ignored. He added that the Bank considered 15 quite odd that 
we had shown no greater personal interest in the Bank than we had, 


Mr, Herres said that the Bank had placed only one order with our com- 
petitors for notes, That was in 1946 when all the denominations (1, 2, 50 and 
100 Gourdes) were bought from Waterlow. He gave me specimens of the Waterlow 
notes, He said that the Waterlow notes had all been issued and that the last of 
them were now being ordered in for cremation. 


Mr. Herres said that for a period the Bank had been sold on the idea of 
having a dual source of supply for its notes, but had come to the conclusion that 
this was not sound, In fact, he said, London is always to close to hostilities 
to be the safest place to have plates in use or in storage. Also, he observed 
that the Waterlow notes had been inferior to ours and that, in view of all 
factors considered, the Bank would in the future order exclusively from us. 


According to Mr, Herres, the Bank is thinking of ordering notes of 
250 and 500 Gourdes denominations, although no definite time for them and no 
exact quantities have been decided upon. He thinks that eventually the Bank may 
abandon use of the 18 and 2s, since the public prefers coins, He said the 20 
Gourdes note was unpopular and had not been reprinted after 1927, 


Mr, Herres informed me that on the few occasions when he has run short 
of notes, he ordered supplies of U.S, dollars flown over from Miami. He hopes 
to have no shortages in the future as he is now following the plan of taking 
inventory each year in September and of ordering shortly thereafter. 


He said that insofar as he was aware there had been only one attempt to 
counterfeit our notes. This was an unsuccessful effort, discovered immediately, 
to falsify the ls and 2s. 


I spoke briefly with Mr. Aimé on two occasions. He said there were по 
problems, that our notes were the best and that the Bank would always order from 
М8. He expressed his gratitude for my visit, invited me to dinner, but then had 
to regret because of illness in his family. He expects to be in the United States 
during April and May and said he would be free to visit us, and would,after May 20. 


I called on the Haitian Чізізбег of State for Finance, Hon. Lucien Hibbert, 
who was suddenly called to the office of President Magloire. In his stead I spoke

Mr. Christian Aimés was in the States signing a now issue of bonds 
made by Security Bank Note Co. Security printed the bonds in 1947 and again 
in 1951. This business is always negotiated in New York. 


Mr. Herres, as before, was most friendly and again emphasized his 
appreciation of our periodic visiis to the Bank. Не had no problems as regards 
our relationship and said he wished to repeat his statement of last year, namely, 
that the Bank would continue to order all its notes from us. 


Haiti is suffering a temporary period of reduced economy as a result 
of decreased coffee production. Last year's crop was valued at $40,000, 000. 
The estimate for this year prior to the hurricane was placed at only $30,000, 000 
or $32,000,000. Now, after the rain and high winds of last fall, production 
is caleulated net to poss $18,000,000 or $20,000,000. This means less circu- 


lation of money. 


Mr. Herres explained that his predecessor had no organized plan 
for watching currency needs and consequently often imported U. 5. Currency 
via Miami. This has been stopped, and each year in September, after the coffee 
crop is in and after used paper currency has been cremated, an estimate is made 
by the Bank of its paper currency needs for the future. 


In view of this now established yearly procedure, Mr. Herres said 
that next September he would take inventory and place his order for new notes. 
He says more 55 and 10's will be needed, and probably 50's and 1005. 


Mr. Herres said he would order no more 1% and 2% because they were 
gradually being withdrawn from circulation and cremated. Owing to inflationary 
prices, іп keeping with worldwide trends over the post years, the 5% and 10's 
are new carrying the currency burden. The 20 is not popular and will not be 
reordered. This means, though, he explained, that the Bank will need two 
higher denominations, to be placed in circulation about the fall of 1956. These 
are to be either 250% and 500% ог 5005 and 1000's.

„Же refer further to your letter of July 28th, acknowledged by ours 
of August 4th, by which you submitted two samples of paper for our technical 
analysis, Our laboratory study has been completed, disclosing the following 
as regards your specific interests: 


The paper you submitted was prepared from 100% chemical wood 
pulp and treated with a resin, It is not therefore what we consider a bond paper, 
which is an all-rag content paper, Chemical wood pulp fiber is not suitable for 
paper requiring good wearing qualities. The resin used has given an extreme 
hardness and brittleness to the paper and has resulted in practically no folding 
endurance, Notes made from sheets having physical characteristics similar to 
those we have found in the paper submitted by you would not withstand normal 
handling for even a short period of time, and therefore this paper would in no 
way be suitable for bank notes. 


The samples submitted by you were mutilated and partially destroyed 
during the testing procedures, and we have retained in our files the small scraps 


remaining. 


We should be interested to learn the source of this paper and the 
claims made for it, if you care to tell us.
